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REMARKS 

It^ response to Ihc Office Action dated November 24, 2003, Applicant rcspcetfuUy 
requests rcconsidtjralion based on the following remarks, Applicajit respectfully siibmils 
tliat llie claims us presented arc in condition for allowance. 

The Abstract wtis objected to and has been amciuletl to address the item raised by 
(he Examiner. 

Claims 1-4, 7-14 and 17-18 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 03 as being 
unpatentable overNuding in view ofTaira. This rejection is traversed for the following 
reasons. 

Claim 1 recites "each receive branch network includes a receive filter passing a 
block of frequencies to a base receiver, the block of frequencies corresponding to 
hopping channels inside a paf^sband of said receive fdter; said hopphig channels used to 
change a frccjuency of comnumication between a mobile station and said base station 
receiver." Nuding teaches receivers El-En that employ circulators and filters, but does 
not disclose filtering a block of frequencies corresponding to hopping channels as recited 
in claim L In fact, Nuding teaches that the filters are tuned to a narrow frequency band 
(coUinm 2, Uncs 41-44). Taira was relied upon for disclosing an isolator between an 
antenna and a transmitter path but fails to teach filtering a block of frequencies 
corresponding to hopping channels as recited in claim 1. Thus, even if Nuding and Taira 
are combined, the invention of claim 1 <loes not result. 

Tor Ihe above reasons, claim 1 is patentable over Nuding and Taira, Claims 2-4 
aiid 7-11 are dependent upon claim 1 cind arc patentable over Nuding and Taira for at 
least the reasons advanced with respect to claim 1. Claims 12-14 and 17-18 include 
features similar to those discussed above with reference to claim 1 and arc patentable 
over Nuding and Taira for at least the reasons advanced with respect to claim L 

Claims 7, 8 and 17 were rejected under 35 US.C, § 103 as being unpatentable 
over Nuding in view ofTaira and Watanabe, Watanabe was relied upon for teaching 
fci^turcs of the base receiver, but docs i\ot cure the deficiencies of Nuding with respect to 
the receive branch networks. Tlius, claims 7, 8 and 17 arc patcantblc over Nuding in 
view ofTaira and Watanabe. 
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Claims 1 0 and 19 were rejected were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 03 as being 
unpatentable over Nuding in view of Taua and Solondz. Solondz was relied upon for 
leaching m unequal number of transmit and receive branches, but docs not cure the 
deficiencies oFNuding witli respect to the receive branch networks. Th\x$, claims 10 and 
19 arc patcantblc over Nuding in view of Taira and Solondz, 

In view of the foregoing remarks and amendments, Applicant submits that the 
above-identified application is now in condition for allowance. Early notification to this 
crjcct is respectfully requested.
